First, thanks for letting me know who I should contact if/when I have questions regarding court case in New Bedford - I 
appreciate it. 

Second, I may not be available on 8-11-11. I have a case scheduled in Fall River that day, and have told the ADA that 
they would be my priority (they have moved the date 3 times due to conflicts in my schedule). I will try to get in 
contact with ADA there and see what the status of the case is, and if they would actually need me on the 11 th or 
12 th .
